For over forty years hardly an 
important land case was decided

In the famous case of Stro- 
ther vs. Lucas, tried before Chief 
Justice John Marshall of the Uni­

which Geyer with William Wirt 
>erved as counsel for the defense, 
Geyer’s erudition so impressed the 
gri it chief Justice that the latter 
is s ¡id to have expressed surprise 
that so much profound 
learning 
shauld come from west of 
the 
Mississippi. 
Not only was Geyer a national 
authority on the intricate subject 
of Spanish land claims but he also 
v. in distinction in the fields 
of 
commercial law, 
chancery, 
and 
trial by jury. His skillful and mas­ 
terful defense in the sensational 
Darnes murder trial held in the 
St. Louis Criminal court in 1840 
caused his defense to be publish- 
od ;n pamphlet form in 
Boston. 
Thereafter the New England bar 
often referred to Geyer as an au­ 
thority in analogous 
cases 
and 
Rufus Choate, qpted crirpinal law­ 
yer, was prompted to express the 
liveliest admiration lor him. 
In the celebrated 
Dred 
Scott 


case tried before the U. 
S. 
Su­ 
preme Court in 1857, Geyer was 
the leading attorney for the de­ 
fense. Practically all the argument 
principal points and citations ela­ 
borated in Chief Justice Taney’s 
historic decision are said to have 
been taken verbatim from Geyer, 
After his election to the U. S. 
Senate in 1850 as the successor to 
Benton. Geyer did 
not 
achieve 
distinction in Congress. Chosen as 
a compromise candidate by the 
Whig and anti-Benton forces in 
1850, he was transferred 
in 
his 
sixtieth 
year to 
a sphere 
for 
which he was not 
preeminently 
suited. Duiing the six years that 
followed his election, however, he 
argued many important cases and, 
until his death on March 5, 1859— 
which occurred in St. Louis sev­ 
enty-seven years ago this week— 
he maintained his national repu­ 
tation as a lawyer. 
Geyer was married three times: 
to Clarissa B. Starr in 1818, to 
Joana (Enston) Quarles in 1831 


and to Janet (Stoddard) Charless 
in 1850. A colossus in intellect and 
an able lawyer, Geyer well merits 
the position conceded him by his­ 
torians as the greatest lawyer of 
the Missouri bar.

No. 4 
WHO MUST FILE RETURNS 


Returns are required of every 
single person who for the 
year 
1935 had a gross income of $5,000 
or more or a net income of $1,000 
or moe and of every husband and 
wife living together who for the 
year 1935 had an aggregate gross 
income of $5,000 or more or an 
aggregate net income of $2,500 or 
more. Widowers, widows, divor­ 
cees, and married persons sepa­ 
rated by mutual consent are class­ 
ed as single persons. The person­ 
al exemptions are $1,000 for single 
persons and $2500 
for 
married 
persons living together and 
for 
heads of families. 
Husband and wife living toge­ 
ther may make separate returns 
of the income of each, or their in­ 
come may be included in a single 
joint return. If separate returns 
are filed, one may not report in­ 
come which belongs to the other, 
but must report only the income 
which actually belongs to him. If 
a joint return is filed, such re­ 
turn is treated as a taxable unit, 
and the income disclosed is sub­ 
ject to both the normal tax and 
the surtax. 
Husband and wife may

Cook meat at moderate temper­ 
ature, says the Bureau of Home 
Economics. Meat is a protein and 
like white of egg. is toughened 
and hardened by long heating at 
high temperatures.

chops, brown both

Never cover 
or add water in pan-broiling. 
How many minutes per pound 
a roast takes depends mostly on 
oven temperature and whether the 
meat is to be rare, medium, or 
well done.

in

(about 300 degrees F.) usually is 
rare in 16 to 18 minutes to the 
pound, medium in 22 to 24 min­ 
utes and well done in 30 minutes.

report said. 
Retail trade as a whole was ad­ 
versely affected, most noticeably 
in the rural areas. This condition

Corn-hog farmers of the nation 
will soon be paid about $100,000,- 
000 for their 
compliance 
wi’h 
1934 and 1935 AAA programs, it 
was announced 
Friday. 
Check 
writing to complete paym ents is 
expected to be started 
in 
two 
weeks. 
Secretary 
Wallace 
s i g n e d . 
Thursday an order authorizing the 
payment* under an appropriation j 
bill passed recently by congress 
and including a $296.000,000 item 
for farm adm inistration 
benefit 
payments. 
Immediately 
after­ 
ward, AAA officials telegraphed 
workers in m ajor corn-hog states 
to proceed as they had been when 
paym ent work was stopped by the 
supreme court decision of Ja n u ­ 
ary 6 invalidatin gthe AAA. 
A major change made perm its 
farmers who could not raise 25 
per cent of their hog quotas to re­ 
ceive part payments. U nder the 
1935 contract, farm ers had to pro­ 
duce 25 per cent as m any pigs as 
their average 1932-33 production. 
Many w ere unable to meet this 
requirem ent because of the 1934 
drouth. Such farm ers will be p er­ 
mitted to receive their corn pay­ 
ments even though they are b a rr­ 
ed from hog paym ents by non- 
compliance. 
Paym ent will be made on about 
50,000 contracts on which 
AAA 
officials have proof of compliance 
with the 1935 program. Only 1934 
contracts where legal or technical 
difficulties w ere encountered have 
not been paid, and most 
of
